Laura OftedaHl, formerly of 
Anttoch, now living in: Alexandria, Va., par- 
ticipated in the week-long "Ski for Light" 
program which is sponsored by Healthsports 
Inc., a non-profit organization which offers 
recreational activities for blind and visually 
handicapped individuals. 

In the "Ski for Light" program,;hundreds 
of blind and visually impaired persons learn 
to ski each year. 

Laura took up cross country skiing four 
years ago (she also downhill stcis). This year 
Ev and Elaine Oftedahl made the trip to Mt. 
Telemark in Cable, Wis. to witness the final 
ski race held on Saturday , March 5. 

There were 138 .skiers,, as well as 138 
sighted guides, Japan».., France, Norway, 
^Canada and 29 states were represented. 

For the ski race there are two sets of tacks 
about six feet apart, one set for the blind per- 
son, one for the guide. The guide calls out 
whether to turn, right, left, to go up a hill or 
down or whether an ice patch or tree branch 
is coming up.
